At a Meeting of the Senate of the University of 
Toronto, held on Friday, March l2th, a communication was 
read from Dr James Loudon, the representative of the Senate 
on the Board of the Ontario College of Art. In this 
communication Dr Loudon states that,~ "The reduction in the 
space formerly occupied by the College amounts to more Ghan 
50 per cent, with the result that the Staff is now forced to 
conduct their work in a few crowded rooms in the west half 
of the third storey of the building. what this means 
may be inferred from the fact that there are now 148 students 
in attendance, divided into the following classes:-

Dr Loudon also states that the action of the Government 

was taken without any notice being given to the College. 


He requested the Senate to join with other bodies, represented 


on the Couneil, in expressing to the Premier and the Minister 


of Education its sense of the great vaiue to the /rovince 

£ the Ontario College of Aart, and in urging that this young 
and struggling Institution, which is filling s most impo 
gap in the educational system of Ontario 
adequate space for its work. The Senate unanimously agreed 
to support Dr Loudon's request, and I was instructcd to express 
to you their strong hope that you will provide larger accommo- 
dation for the Ontario College of Art, so that it may continue 
and even increase the valuable work it is doing for the Province.
